Annual Report of the School Board of Plainfield. 


To the Inhabitants of Plainfield ;— 


In making our annual statement of the condition of your 
schools, and a brief exhibit of our management of the same, 
we are of the opinion that a lengthy preamble of gratuitous 
We have in the appropriate place vol- 
unteered such suggestions and criticisms as we believed were 
required and proper under the circumstances. In most in- 
stances we have been able to secure teachers of experience, 
which of course in general is desirable, when it can be done 
without additional outlay. We have also thought it best to 


’ give the preference to home talent in selecting teachers, believ- 


ing such action to have a healthy influence upon our scholars 
to induce them in turn to qualify themselves for teaching so far 
3 
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as possible. We believe .as your Board stated last year, that 
our schools will compare favorably with those of previous 
years. We have endeavored, as your building committee, to 
expend the funds placed in our hands to secure pleasant school- - 
rooms, and at the same time to keep an eye to durability in the 
matter of construction. We hope our citizens will be satisfied 
with the improved appearance of the houses, and feel that it is 
money well invested. There are other houses that should be 
put in better condition, and suggest to all who can do so to 
examine them and be prepared to act intelligently when called 
upon to raise money to improve them. Although unused for 
some time, we have found it necessary to re-shingle the roof of 
the Geo. Freeman school house as, a means of preservation. 
The only expense which has been incurred by the moving of 
the East Plainfield school house, has been the sum of five dollars 
for the purchase of a few feet of land required. We feel called 
upon to extend our thanks to those citizens of this neighbor-— 
hood who contributed so generously to the expense of moving 
and improving the buildings and grading around them. Refer- 
ence to the report of our expenditures will show what has been 
done with the sum raised for school furnishings. We have been 
unable to find satisfactory maps that would come within the 
means in our hands, and hope the district will see fit at an early 
day to authorize the purchase of suitable maps to use in con- 
nection with the globes already supplied. We consider this 
matter seriously a genuine ‘‘long felt want.’’ Weare glad to 
know that a movement is practically under way in the Meriden 
district to raise funds by private contributions for the purchase 
of outline maps for use inthat school. We have placed diction- . 
aries and a full set of readers as reference books in all the — 
schools. :
